deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding two 
years, or both. 

B 2, And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
owner or owners, occupant or occupants of any land 
whereon any such carcass, offal or other offensive mattet 
may be, to ctiuse the same to be buried forthwith, so that 
all portions thereof shall be covered with solid earth to 
a depth of at least two feet below the surface of the 
ground, and not within a distance of two hundred feet

any such owner or occupant who shall refuse or neglect 
for the space of two days to remove and bury as aftfre- 
said, or cause to be removed and ' buried, any such car- 
cass, offal or offensive matter, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, or by

3. Arid be it enacted, That all acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent with this act in as &r as they are inconsistent 
herewith, be and the same are hereby repealed, and that 
this act shall take effect immediately.

A supplement to an act entitled "An act to facilitate the 
collection of certain premiums for the benevolent funds 
of fire departments of cities from fire insurance com- 
panies not organized under the laws of this state, but 
doing business herein," approved March fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine. 

1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That sections one, two, three and 
four of the act to which this is a supplement, which 
reads as follows :

oath that the same is a true account of all premiums 
which during the six months ending on the tnirty-first 
day of December or the thirtieth day of June, as the 
case may be, next preceding such report, or such portion 
of said periods as he may have acted in the capacity as 
agent for such foreign insurance company, has been re- 
ceived by him, or by any other person for him, or agreed 
to be paid for any insurance or against loss or injury by 
fire upon property situate in such city, which shall have 
been effected for any individual or association not incor- 
porated by the laws of this state," be amended so it shall 
reads as follows :

An act to authorize railroad companies to change their 
corporate name.

located, once a week for four weeks, of a meeting to be 
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held for the purpose of considering said change of name, 
fixing a time and place of holding said meeting, and if 
at said meeting a majority in interest of the stockholders 
present shall vote in favor of the proposed name, it shall 
be the duty of the president of said board of directors, to 
file in the ofl&ce of the secretary of st^te, a statement statement to be 

1*., * 1 , 1 1 i»'T filed in office of 

Signed by the president and secretary of said company, secretary of state, 
containing all the proceedings of said meeting, and from 
and after the filing of said statement, the said name so 
adopted shall be the corporate name of said company, 
with the like effect for all purposes, as if the same had 
not been changed ; provided, howevei-y that said change of proviso, 
name shall in no wise impair or affect any existing con- 
tract to which said company is a party. 

2. And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed and 
taken to be a public act, and shall take effect immedi- 
ately.

eight hundred and eighty ; such bonds may be registered 
or coupon bonds and shall bear a rate of interest not 
exceeding the legal rate at the time of issuing the same, 
payable half yearly, which bonds shall be of the denomi- 
nation of not less than fifty nor more than five thousand 
dollars, and shall be redeemable at any time and in such 
instalments, not exceeding fifteen years from their date, 
and at any place within this state that the common 
council shall direct, and may be sold at public or private 
sale for the best price that can be obtained for the same, 
but shall not be for less than par value ; and all the real 
estate ami property within any such incorporated town 
shall be lialile for the payment of the principal and in- 
terest that may become due on the bonds to be issued by 
virtue of tliis act.

Preamble. 



Whereas, Disputes between workingmen and their 
employers frequently result in protracted strikes, which 
cause great loss to both parties and to the communitv 
at large, and disturb the amicable relations which 
ought to exist between labor and capital ; and whereaSy 
it is desirable to provide some legal method for sub- 
mitting such differences to arbitration, with a view to 
an honorable, satisfactory an(i speedy settlement;

CHAPTER CLIX. 

A Further Supplement to an act entitled "An act to 
regulate elections" (Revision), approved April eigh- 
teenth, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-six.
